Document C3 relates to a protective device which includes a gas generator (2) and a 
quickly inflatable airbag (1) to protect the head of a vehicle occupant in the event of a side 
impact. It has a traction or tension cable (3) in a plane perpendicular to the impact direction, 
to prevent the inflated airbag being diverted in the impact direction. The traction cable may 
be driven to assist the unfolding of the airbag and to hold the airbag basically parallel to the 
side window adjacent to the head over the bodywork aperture in the side window region. The 
drive device may be activated along with the gas generator to act with the traction cable as the 
bag unfolds and to hold the inflated airbag over the bodywork in the region of the side 
window. 

English translations of the foreign-language documents are not readily available. 
However, the absence of such translations does not relieve the PTO from its duty to consider 
the submitted foreign language documents (37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP§609). 

Applicants respectfully request that any listed document be considered by the 
Examiner and be made of record in the present application and that an initialed copy of Form 
PTO/SB/08 be returned in accordance with MPEP §609.
